the five buildings when tho explosion 
occurred and the exact number of dead 
not yet known. 
What exploded and how it happened 
is not yet known, but it is believed to 
hare been a barrel of gasoline in one of 
the three gr -cries Alin >-t every build­ 
ing within a radial of two blocks of the 
explosion had windows shattered and 
were otherw:-** damaged. 
Every build­ 
ing on the opposite side of Locust street 
; Wa-* more or less wrecked, but none of 
them fell. 
A terrific cry went up from the rains 
the moment the explosion occurred. 
.Women, children and nun occupants of 
the wrecked houses, could be 
seen 
crawling from the debris, while the 
agonizing cries of others were heard in 
the wreckage 
From all the surround­ 
ing buildings injured people came run* 
I ning and some fell into the street un* 
I conscious. 
To add to the horror, fire 
broke out in the debris the moment it 
settled to the ground and in less than 
five minutes the great pile was burning 
fiercely from end to end. 
A general 
alarm was turned in for the fire ap­ 
paratus and ambulances and in the 
meantime the work of rescne was vol­ 
untarily begun by those in the neigh­ 
borhood who were not injured. 
Here and there a person was dragged 
from the ruins before the fire could 
reach the victim, several lives being 
saved by this prompt work. 
When the 
firemen reached the scene the flames 
had made great headway and were ig ­ 
niting the buildings across tho street. 
I he fire, however, was soon nnder con- 
| trek 
The work of digging away the 
mins was then began in earnest and 
soon several were rescued. 
W bile the work < f rescue was going 
on in the exploded block, hospital at­ 
tendants and others made a search of 
of all the damaged houses on the other 
side of the street aud almost a score of 
lemons were taken to various hospitals 
from those places. 
The Jefferson and Pennsylvania hos­ 
pitals which are located nearest the 
scene of the explosion, were soon crowd­ 
ed with the injured. 
At the latter hos­ 
pital five negroes are so badly injured 
they cannot recover. 
Only three dead bodies had been res­ 
cued up to 3 o’clook this 
morning, 
but many persons were still missing.

Philadelphia, Aug. 6.—A terrific ex* 
plosion in a block of six buildings on 
Locust stri ct, above Tenth street, at 
•:30 o ’clock last night completely de­ 
stroyed five of the structures, three 8* 
stories aud two 21.^'-stories, arri caused 
the death of leu 
or more persons. 
Over two score of others were more ot 
less seriously injured. 
Sorno of those 
taken to the hospital will die. 
It is es­ 
tim ated that nt J. ast 35 persons were in 
the five buildings when the explosion 
occurred and the exact num ber of dead 
not yet known. 
W hat exploded and how it happened 
is not yet known, but it. m believed to 
have been a barrel of gasoline in one of 
the three griKyries Almost every build­ 
ing w ithin a radius of two blocks of the 
explosion had windows shattered and 
were otherwise damaged. 
Every build­ 
ing on the opposite side of Locust street 
was more or less wrecked, but none of 
them fell. 
A terrific cry w ent up from the rains 
the mom ent the explosion occurred. 
■Women, children and men occupants of 
the wrecked houses, could be 
seen 
crawling from th© debris, while the 
agonizing cries of others were heard in 
toe wreckage 
From all the surround­ 
ing buildings injured people came ru n­ 
ning and some fell into the street u n ­ 
conscious. 
To add to the horror, firo 
broke out in the debris the m om ent it 
settled to the ground and in less than 
five m inutes the great pile was burning 
fiercely from end to end. 
A general 
alarm was turned in for the fire ap­ 
paratus aud ambulances and in the 
meantim e the work of rescue was vol­ 
untarily begun by those in the neigh­ 
borhood who were not injured. 
Here and there a person was dragged 
from the ruins before the fire could 
reac h the viotim, . several lives being 
saved by this prompt work. 
W hen the 
firemen reached the scene the flames 
had made great headway and were ig ­ 
niting the buildings across tho street. 
The fire, however, was soon under con­ 
trol. 
The work of digging away the 
ruius was then begun in earnest and 
soon several were rescued. 
W hile the work of rescue was going 
on in the exploded block, hospital a t­ 
tendants aud others made a search of 
of all the damaged houses on the other 
side of the street and almost a score of 
person* were taken to various hospitals 
from these places. 
The Jefferson and Pennsylvania hog- 
pitals which are located nearest the 
scene of the explosion, were soon crowd­ 
ed w ith the injur d. 
At the latter hos­ 
pital five negroes are so badly injured 
they cannot reoover. 
Only three dead bodies had been res­ 
cued up to 3 o’clook this 
morning, 
but many persons were still missing.

Dr. Doty Ila* H«.K„n the D r.tructIon of 
Tlieao D iieue Spreaders, 


New York, Aug. 6 - D r . Doty, health 
officer of the port has at last conimene- 
ed the war of destruction of the mas- 
qui toes of G reater Now York and vi- 
cinity. 
He 
aud his assistants have 
taken their paraphernalia, which con­ 
sists largely of kerosene oil, to tile pond 
near Concord, Staten Island, and forced 
barrels of the oil under tho surface of 
the water. 
It was expected that while 
j the fluid is m aking its way to the nor- 
face it will destroy all tho embryonic 
I mosquito life therein. 
Dr. Doty said ho 
could not be positive about the success 
of the experiment for a month, but he 
thought it would work well, 
j 
Dr. Eugene Monaghan, sanitary super­ 
intendent of the Bronx, says he believes 
tho m alaria at Fordham was caused bv 
j mosquitoes. 
The experiments by Dr 
, Doty are being watched and if they are 
successful the scattering of oil on the 
swamps and low places in Fordham will 
be begun. 
Dr. Monaghan i-aid that the 
m alaria-.teeing mosquitos did a irreal 
deal of damage, but lie did not believe 
that they caused ho much sickness in 
this pinnate as they do in the tropics.
